HEROIC ACT AT MANILA FIRE. 


l i o n S p r i t f s n l Clii«-k 11«-1 ■»*-.! t o S a v e

The adjutant general at Washington 
has received from Major General Otis 
a report submitted by Brigadier Gen­ 
eral S. P. Hughes, provost marshal gen­ 
eral of Manila, in regard to the fires 
started by the insurgents in Manila on 
Feb. 22 and 23. 
General Hughes calls 
attention to a heroic act performed by 
an enlisted man of the United States 
army. 
It became necessary to blow up 
some buildings to prevent the spread 
of the flames, and in referring to this 
General Hughes says: 
“ I wish to make special mention of 
Sergeant Leon H. Chick, Battery H, 
Third United States artillery, who was 
acting under the direction of Captain 
W. T. Wood, chief of ordnance, in 
placing and firing the powder car­ 
tridges. The fuse of the second cartridge 
failed, and the building was one sheet 
of flame in the lighter materials of the 
upper story. 
Sergeant Chick simply 
asked, when it became apparent that 
the first fuse had probably failed, if 
Captain Wood wished the fuse replaced. 
and on receiving an affirmative answer 
he entered this fire trap, renewed the 
fuse and cansed the explosion of the 
cartridge, which so wrecked the build­ 
ing as to enable the fire to be checked 
with the means then at hand. This 
quiet discharge of so perilous a duty is, 
in my opinion, worthy of special recog­ 
nition. and I therefore recommend Ser­ 
geant Chick for the appointment of 
ordnance sergeant, which I am informed 
is a position he seeks, and also that be 
be granted a certificate of merit. ” 
In forwarding the report to the adju­ 
tant general of the army General Otis 
sa vs 
“ General Hughes might have 
added in his report that he was present 
in person with his troops during the 
entire period covered in this report and 
directed in person all operations. 
His 
tact and unceasing vigilance saved the 
city from conflagration and possibly 
preserved the lives of the inhabitants.'

T o o k the K n i f e F r o m His D j l n g F a ­ 
t h er anti F i n i a l e d a a Oper ation. 
Dr. Reuben Ludlain, Sr., president 
of Hahnemann Medical college, in Chi­ 
cago, anti one of the most widely known 
homeopathic 
practitioners

world, was stricken with heart disease 
at 5 p. rn. the other day just at the 
critical point in an operation he was 
performing at the college hospital. Al­ 
though Dr. Ludlam was carried from 
the operating room in a dying condi­ 
tion bis son, Dr. Reuben Ludlam, Jr., 
who haji been acting as a«sistant, im ­ 
m ediately seized the instrum ent from 
his fath er’s hands and to save the life 
of the patient continued the work.

The patient bad 
been under the (A esthetic for half an 
hour and the surgeon was about to ex­ 
cise the tumor. ‘ Clad in a long white 
robe and instrum ent in hand he was 
bending over the patient when he cried 
out: 
“ I feel weak!” 
He sank into a chair th at was hastily 
placed behind him. 
At first it was 
thought th at be had fainted.

carried into the adjoining room. 
Dr. 
Homer V. JJalbert of the staff was sum ­ 
moned from another part of the hos­ 
pital. 
Dr. George F. Shears, professor 
of surgery, was also sent for, but death 
came quickly and their services were 
of no avail. 
Dr. Ludlam junior was told th at his 
father had fainted, but professional in­ 
stinct told him w hat really had oc­ 
curred.—Chicago Tribune.

The form that he uses is not

He refutes a pretty legend of 
Kew York that lands of the Astors were 
not for sale. 
He says, “ So silly and 
na rro w minded a m le could be imagined 
by very ‘silly and narrow minded peo­ 


ple. ” 
He might have added, “ To w it—the 
New Yorkers.” but be has courtesy 
He calls Powers, sculptor of “ The 
(J reek Slave, ” Power, the United States, 
•‘the poor man’s country;” descendants 
wf the colonists, men who “ have risen 
to the level of mere tillers of the soil. ’ 
He does these things in his biography 
of his great-grandfather, J ohn J acob 
Astor. which has just appeared, and in 
The Pall Mall Magazine, which sum­ 
marizes the biography. 
. * . 
He prints a genealogy of the Astor 
family which is an Odyssey. 
Pedro 
d’Astcrg of Castile, followed the Count 
of Toulouse to France and to the Cru- 
eades. 
H e was killed at the taking of 
J erusalem in 1100. J ean J acques d As- 
torg fled to Germany in 1664. at the 
revocation of the edict of Nantea 
His 
grandson. J ohn J acob Astor, came to 
America in 1784. 
The latter’s great 
grandson. W illiam Waldorf Astor. has 
removed to England. 
He begins by saying in the summary 
of his biography •. 
“ I have often had occasion to remem­ 
ber a remark made with droll solemnity 
by 
the 
American 
sculptor, 
Hiram 
Power, at his studio in Florence 84 
years ago. ‘Wealth is nothing. 
And I 
recall these words because they repre 
sent pre-eminently the characteristic 
and distinctive opinion of a large i^r 
tion of the original American colonists 
and of their descendants. 
I failed to 
become a convert to Mr. Power’s New 
England philosophy, whereof so mapy 
like phrases and obiter dicta are cur­ 
rent in familiar American parlance.” 
He is ingenuous and interesting, but 
it is sad that he does 
not know better 
the name of Posrer. 
He tells of the 
original J ohn J acob Astor s coming to 
New York and gives the story of his 
life. 
Mr. Astor describes his great­ 
grandfather’s travels, his recreations 
and his friends, and says: 
“ In America my great-grandfather’s 
life and character have been distorted 
and caricatured until only an odd tra­ 
vesty survives. By the press, in particu- 
jUr. with the exception of a few seiious 
•journals,he has been continually derided 
; and reviled with that spirit of pure ma­ 
lignity which pursues the successful 
man.

« ‘The value of such criticism may be 
estimated by what transatlantic news­ 
papers say of one another in the heat of 
their occasional rivaliies. At such times 
each can be trusted to tell the unvar­ 
nished truth about the other, and it is 
not infrequently made to appear that 
there exists no ampler copiousness of 
meanness and vulgarity, no grosser ex­ 
hibition of ignorance, no coarser pro- 
fanatioQ of private life, of modesty, of 
^ 
defenseless. Or of domestic sorrow. 
Tban fills the columns of these lepers 
white as snow. 
“ And yet such is the infirmity of our 
nature that it is difficult for an indi- 
vi.lual to disregard the depressing infln- 
ence of an habitual atmosphere of per- 
8<*nal abuse. 
I remember when a lad 
h» *aring my father say of some of the 
must virulent of these attacks, ‘It is 
enough to make one wish to abandon 
such a country!’—an opinion I subae- 
qnently learned to share.”

William Waldorf Tells Why He 
Abandons His Native Land.

He refutes a pretty legend of 
New York that lands of the Astors were 
not for M io. 
He says. "So silly and 
n a rro w minded a role could be imagined 
by very ‘silly and narrow minded peo- 
pie M 
He might have added. “To w it-th e 
New Yorkers.” bot he has ctmrtW 
He calls Powers, sculptor of “The 
Greek Slave, ” Power, the United States. 
•‘the poor man’s c o u n tr y descendants 
Alf the colonists, men who “have risen 
to the level of mere tillers of the soil. 
He does these things in his biography 
of his great grandfather, John Jacob 
Astor, which has just appeared, and in 
The Pall Mall Magazine, which sum­ 
marizes the biography. 
He prints a genealogy of the Astor 
family which is an Odyssey. Pedro 
d’Astcrg of Castile, followed the Count 
of Toulouse to France and to the Cru­ 
sades. 
He was killed at the taking of 
Jerusalem in HOO. Jean Jacquee d As- 
torg fled to Germany in 1664, at the 
revocation of the edict of Nantes. His 
grandson, John Jacob Astor, came to 
America in 1784. The letter's great 
grandson, William Waldorf Astor, has 
removed to England. 
He begins by saying in the summary 
of his biography : 
“I have often had occasion to remem­ 
ber a remark made with droll solemnity 
by 
the 
American sculptor, Hiram 
Power, at his studio in Florence 84 
years ago. ‘Wealth is nothing.' And I 
recall these words because they repre­ 
sent pre-eminently the characteristic 
and distinctive opinion of a large por­ 
tion of the original American colonists 
and of their descendants. I failed to 
become a convert to Mr. Power’s New 
England philosophy, whereof so mapy 
like phrases and obiter dicta are cur­ 
rent in familiar American parlance. 
He is ingenuous and interesting, hut 
it is sad that he does not know better 
the name of Power. He tells of the 
original John Jacob Astor a coming to 
New York and gives the story of his 
life. 
Mr. Astor describes his great­ 
grandfather’s travels, his recreations 
and his friends, and says: 
“In America my great-grandfather’s 
life and character have been distorted 
and caricatured until only an odd tra­ 
vesty survives. By the press, in particu­ 
lar, with the exception of a few seiions 
journals, he has been continually derided 
‘ and reviled with that spirit of pure ma­ 
lignity which pursues the successful 
man. 
It is not democratic to climb so

“The value of such criticism may be 
estimated by what transatlantic news­ 
papers say of one another in the heat of 
their occasional rivahies. At such times 
each can be trusted to tell the unvar­ 
nished truth about the other, and it is 
not infrequently made to appear that 
there exists no ampler copiousness of 
meanness and vulgarity, no grosser ex­ 
hibition of ignorance, no coarser pro- 
fa natioq of private life, of modesty, of 
Tibe defenseless, or of domestic sorrow, 
Tuan fills the columns of these lepers 
white as snow. 
“And yet such is the infirmity of our 
nature that it is difficult for an indi­ 
vidual to disregard the depressing lnflu 
ence of an habitual atmosphere of per 
sonal abuse. 
I remember when a lac 
hearing my father say of some of the 
most virulent of these attacks, ‘It is 
enough to make one wish to abandon 
such a country I’—an opinion I subse­ 
quently learned to share." 
Mr. Astor does not tell what these 
attacks were. One may not judge ii 
they were graver than one that provok­ 
ed his snit for libel against the Daily 
Mail of London. That newspaper had 
published a report of his haying given a 
dinner on the trunk of a California tree. 
He asked for $5,000 damages, and was 
satisfied on Feb. 7 with an apology.

ASTOR HATES AMERICA 


William Waldorf Tells Why He 
Abandons His Native Land. 


VIRULENT NEWSPAPER ATTACKS.

William Waldorf Astor tells why he 
quitted America. 
The form that he uses in not “ to 
q u it,” but “ to abandon,” which i9 
graver. 
He refutes a pretty legend of 
New York that lands of the Astore were 
n o t for sale. 
He says, “ So silly and 
narrow minded a rule could be imagined 
by very ‘silly and narrow minded peo­ 
ple.” 
He might have added, “ To w it—the 
New Yorkers,” but he has courtesy. 
He calls Powers, sculptor of “ The 
Oreek Slave, ” Power, the United States. 
‘‘the poor man’s c o u n t r y descendants 
of the colonists, men who “ have risen 
to the level of mere tillers of the soil. ” 
He does these things in his biography 
of his great-grandfather, John Jacob 
Astor, which has just appeared, and in 
The Pall Mall Magazine, which sum ­ 
marizes the biography. 
He prints a genealogy of the Astor 
family which is an Odyssey. 
Pedro 
d'Astcrg of Castile, followed the Count 
of Toulouse to France and to the Cru­ 
sades. 
He was killed at the taking of 
Jerusalem in HOO. Jean Jacques d ’As- 
torg fled to Germany in 1664, at the 
revocation of the edict of Nantea 
His 
grandson, John Jacob Astor, came to 
America in 1784. 
The letter’s great 
grandson, W illiam Waldorf Astor, has 
removed to England. 
He begins by saying in the anmmary 
of his biography: 
“ I have often had occasion to remem­ 
ber a remark made with droll solemnity 
by 
the 
American 
sculptor, 
Hiram 
Power, at his studio in Florence 84 
years ago. ‘W ealth is nothing.* And I 
recall these words because they repre­ 
sent pre-eminently the characteristic 
and distinctive opinion of a large por­ 
tion of the original American colonists 
and of their descendants. 
I failed to 
become a convert to Mr. Power’s New 
England philosophy, whereof so mapy 
like phrases and obiter dicta are cur­ 
rent in familiar American parlance.” 
He is ingenuous and interesting, but 
it is sad that be does not know better 
the name of Pourer. 
He tells of the 
original John Jacob Astor’s coming to 
New York and gives the story of his 
life. 
Mr. Astor describes his great­ 
grandfather’s travels, his recreations 
and bis friends, and says; 
“ In America my great-grandfather’s 
life and character have been distorted 
and caricatured until only an odd tra­ 
vesty survives. By the press, in particu­ 
lar, with the exception of a few serious 
journals, he has been continually derided 
. and reviled with that spirit of pure ma­ 
lignity which pursues the successful 
man. 
It is not democratic to climb so 
high. 
“ The value of such criticism may be 
estimated by what transatlantic news­ 
papers say of one another in the beat of 
their occasional rivalries. At such times 
each can be trusted to tell the unvar­ 
nished truth about the other, and it is 
not infrequently made to appear that 
there exists no ampler copiousness of 
meanness and vulgarity, no grosser ex­ 
hibition of ignorance, no coarser pro­ 
fanation of private life, of modesty, of 
itb* defenseless, Of of domestic sorrow, 
^ la n fills the columns of these lepers 
white as snow. 
“ And yet such is the infirmity of our 
nature that it is difficult for an indi­ 
vidual to disregard the depressing influ­ 
ence of an habitual atmosphere of per­ 
sonal abuse. 
I remember when a lad 
hearing my father say of some of the 
most virulent of these attacks. ‘It is 
enough to make one wish to abandon 
such a country!’—an opinion I subse­ 
quently learned to share.” 
Mr. Astor does not tell what these 
attacks were. 
One may not judge if 
they were graver than one that provok­ 
ed his suit for libel against the Daily 
Mail of London. 
That newspaper had 
published a report of his having given a 
dinner on the trunk of aCalifornia tree. 
He asked for $5,000 damages, and was 
satisfied on Feb. 7 with an apology.— 
N evv York Journal.

Two years ag o they took the initial 
itep e in this u niqu e u ndertaking and 
tvent §0 far as to p u rchase a site, con- 
iieting of 1,(^0 acres, dn sou thern Flor­ 
ida. 
Bu t the p u rp ose for which they 
wanted it soon became known, and the 
whole cou ntry thereabou ts rose as one 
man to op p ose it. It w as u seless for the 
Ring ling s to set forth the measu res 
they woqid adop t in the way of im ­ 
p reg nable harriers to keep the anim als 
within the inclosu re. 
The p eop le in- 
eitiied that an occasional escap e cou ld 
not be p revented, and they p ictu red all 
the horroreof a rag ing lion g oing abou t 
neekiiJg whom he u jig ht devou r; of 
tig ers eating their cattle and elep hants 
arid hip p op otamu ses tram p ling down 
their g rowing crop s, tearing down their 
ffijces and sp reading havoc and devas 
tation arou nd g enerally in larg e chu nks. 
The u p shot of the ag itation was that 
the m atter was taken into the cou rts, 
and the citizens secu red a p erm anent 
inju nction ag ainst the Ring ling s, re- 
Ptraining them from stocking their 
p rop osed wild anim al farm. 
Foreseeing th at the same op p osition 
wonld develop in any other commu nity, 
the Ring ling s next conceived the idea 
of bu ying or leasing a small island off 
the sou thern coaet for the p u rp ose. Ne­ 
g otiations were entered into for the 
p u rchase of some small ¡islands among 
the smaller Florida keys. 
Before the 
neg otiations were comp leted w ar with 
Sp ain was declared, and in the p revail­ 
ing excitement in that section the ne­ 
g otiations were su sp ended. 
They were 
resu med, however, after p eace bad been 
declared, and cu lm inated in the Ring - 
hng s secu ring contool of three islands, 
each containing 6,000 acres. 
They are 
eminently fitted for th e object in view 
They are p ractically isolated, being 
several miles distant from any other 
island. They are too far from the coast 
for the animals to be a sou rce of dang er 
and near enou g h to be in easy sailing 
distance. The clim ate is as nearly trop ­ 
ical as this continent affords and su it­ 
able for animals native to the trop icals 
and fresh water.

BIG PEtCE CONFERENCE 


The Czar Sang u ine as to Re­ 
su lts of The Hag u e Meeting . 


A well known army man who was at 
Manila du ring most of the fig hting 
arou nd that p lace u p to Ap ril 1, when 
he was ordered to St. Lou is on du ty 
connected with the recru iting service, 
says the story of the fig hting in the 
Philip p ines will never be comp lete u n­ 
til du e credit is g iven the brave men 
and women who have labored in the 
hosp ital service. ‘ ‘There are three larg e 
army hosp itals at Manila, in addition 
to a nu mber of small ones.” said this 
g entleman, who wou ld not consent to 
tbe u se of his name. 
“ The larg est of 
the three is the First Reserve hosp ital, 
which was formerly knows as the Hos­ 
p ital M ilitar. 
It has 1,‘20U beds and is 
u nder the direction of Major Crosby, 
who is well known in St. Lou is. 
The 
Second Reserve hosp ital, located in an­ 
other p art of the city, was formerly the 
Au g u stine tHDllege for you ng ladies. 
It 
k a very larg e bu ilding and well adap t­ 
ed to hosp ital p u rp oses, i^ p ta in Frank 
Kiefer is in charg e. 
The convalescent 
hosp ital, situ ated on Correg idor island, 
has the same cap acity as the Second 
Reserve, 300 beds. 
The air down the 
bay is mu ch more salu briou s than in 
the city of Manila, and there are no 
mosiiu itoes. 
The wharf where the sick 
soldiers are landed at Correg idor was 
bu ilt by the army. 
“ As s(K» n as a man falls on the field 
he is looked after by the hosp ital corp s, 
ccmp osed of brave and active men, who 
are constantly on the firing line du ring 
an eng ag ement. His ‘first aid’ bandag es 
are brou g ht into u se, and as qu ickly as 
p ossible he is p laced on board the hos­ 
p ital cars and taken back to Manila. 
These cars are ordinary box cars of the 
Manila railway, with straw and blan­ 
kets sp read over the floor. Some of them 
have 
reg u lar ambu lance 
ap p liances 
also. 
The cars are mu ch emaller tbau 
ou r box cars, being abou t the size of an 
ordinary fu rnitu re van and holding 
from two to six tons each. 
At M anila 
tbe wou nded are transferred to the hos­ 
p itals. 
*‘Tbe bravery shown by some of the 
hosp ital p hysicians and attendants, and 
their devotion to du ty is worthy of all 
p raise. I have known some of them to 
g o 48 hou rs at a stretch withou t sleep , 
and only a m ou thfu l now and then to 
eat. 
Everything in that conntry de­ 
p ende u p on tbe qu ick and skillfu l a t­ 
tention g iven the wou nded, and many 
lives have u ndou btedly been saved by 
tbe excellent care g iven those who have 
fallen. All of the heroes of the war are 
by no means those who swam rivers and 
dislodg ed the enemy from his strcmg - 
holds. 
Among tbe relics brou g ht home by 
this officer is a p ecu liar raincoat made 
of wood fiber. 
These coats are mu ch 
worn by the Chin ese inhabitants. 
Tke

Two years ago they *took the initial 
clepe in tbie unique undertaking and 
vent so far ae to purchase a site, con- 
eiBting of I,IMW acres, »in southern Flor­ 
ida. But the purpose for which they 
wanted it soon became known, and the 
whole country thereabouts rose as one 
man to oppose i t It w as useless for the 
Bunglings to set forth the measures 
they would adopt in the way of im­ 
pregnable barriers .to keep the animals 
within the inclosure. 
The people in­ 
fixed that an occasional escape could 
not be prevented, and they pictured all 
the horrors of a raging lion going about 
seeking whom he m ight devour; of 
tigers eating their cattle and elephants 
and hippopotamuses tram pling down 
their growing crops, tearing down their 
fences and spreading havoc and devas 
tation around generally in large chunks. 
The upshot of the agitation was that 
the matter was taken into the courts, 
and the citizens secured a permanent 
injunction against the Ringlings, re­ 
straining them from stocking their 
proposed wild anim al farm. 
Foreseeing that the lam e opposition 
woald develop in any other community, 
the Ringlings next conceived the idea 
of baying or leasing a small island off 
the southern coast for the purpose. Ne­ 
gotiations were entered into for the 
purchase of some em ail islands among 
the smaller Florida keys 
Before the 
negotiations were completed war with 
Spain was declared, and in the prevail­ 
ing excitement in that section the ne­ 
gotiations were suspended. 
They were 
resumed, however, after peace had been 
declared, and culminated in the Ring­ 
ings securing contoid of three islands, 
each containing 6,000 acres. 
They are 
eminently fitted for the object in view.

The thiek 
undergrowth of Florida will give the 
lions and tigers a jungle almost like 
the real thing in India. They will be 
allowed their freedom, they will make 
their .own dens and raise their young 
in their own way* The surrounding 
sea will be a safeguard to keep them 
from attempting to get away, even 
should they be inclined to do aa To 
protect the antarala from each other no 
two species which war on each other 
in their natural state will be left to­ 
gether on the same island. They will 
be divided into three classes according 
to their disposition to dwell together in 
unity. 
Expeditions are now being fitted out 
by the Ringlings to explore all parts of 
the world for zoological specimens with 
which to stock the farm —lions and 
tigers from the tropics, polar bears from 
the frozen north, marsupials from Aus­ 
tralia, monkeys from South America, 
and so forth.

A well known army man who was at 
Manila during most of the fighting 
around that place np to April I, when 
he was ordered to St. Louis on duty 
connected with the recruiting service, 
says the story of the fighting in the 
Philippines will never be complete un­ 
til doe -credit is given the brave men 
and women who have labored in the 
hospital service. ‘‘There are three large 
army hospitals at Manila, in addition 
to a number of small ones,” said this 
gentleman, who would not consent to 
tfce use of his name. 
‘‘The largest of 
the three is the First Reserve hospital, 
which was formerly known as the Hos­ 
pital Militar. 
It has 1,200 beds and is 
under the direction of Major Crosby, 
who is well known in St. Louis. The 
Second Reserve hospital, located in an­ 
other part of the city, waeformerly the 
Augustine college for young ladies. 
It 
ie a very large building and well adapt­ 
ed to hospital purposes. Captain Frank 
Kiefer is in charge. The convalescent 
hospital, situated on Corregidor island, 
bas the same capacity as the Second 
Reserve, 300 beds. The air down the 
bay is much more salubrious than in 
the city of Manila, and there are no 
mosquitoes. 
The wharf where the sick 
soldiers are landed at Corregidor was 
built by the army. 
“ As soon as a man falls on the field 
he is looked after by the hospital corps, 
composed of brave and active men, who 
are constantly on the firing line during 
an engagement. His ‘first aid’ bandages 
are brought into use, and as quickly as 
possible be is placed on board the hos­ 
pital cars and taken back to Manila. 
These cars are ordinary box cars of the 
Manila railway, with straw and blan­ 
kets spread over the floor. Some of them 
have 
regular ambulance 
appliances 
also. 
The cars are much smaller than 
our box cars, being about the size of an 
ordinary fnrnitnre van and holding 
from two to six tons each. At Manila 
the wounded are transferred to the hos­ 
pitals 
**The bravery shown by some of the 
hospital physicians and attendants, and 
their devotion to duty is worthy of all 
praise. I have known some of them to 
go 48 hours at a stretch without sleep, 
and only a mouthful now and then to 
eat. Everything in that country de­ 
pends upon the quick and skillful a t­ 
tention given the wounded, and many 
lives have undoubtedly been saved by 
the excellent care given those who have 
fallen. All of the heroes of the war are 
by no means those who swam rivers and 
dislodged the enemy from his strong­ 
holds. ”

Ne­ 
gotiations were entered into for the 
purchase of some small inlands among 
ths smaller Florida keys. 
Before the

hospital service. “ There are three large 
army hospitals at Manila, in addition 
to a number of small one*,” said this 
gentleman, who would nett consent to 
the use of his name. 
“ The largest of 
the three is the First Reserve hospital, 
which was formerly known as the Hos­ 
pital Mi Ii tar. 
It has 1,206 beds and is 
under the direction of Major Crosby, 
who is well known in St. Louis. 
The 
Second Reserve hospital, located in an­ 
other part of the city, was formerly the 
Augustine college for young ladies. 
It 
ie a very large building aud well adapt­ 
ed to hospital purposes. Captain Frank 
Kiefer is in charge. 
The convalescent 
hospital, situated on Corregidor island, 
has the same capacity as the Second 
Reserve, 300 beds. 
The air down the 
bay is much more salubrious than in 
the city of Manila, and there are no 
mosquitoes. 
The wharf where the sick 
soldiers are landed at Corregidor was 
built by the army. 
“ As soon as a man falls on the field 
he is looked after by the hospital corps, 
composed of brave and active men, who 
are constantly on the firing line during 
en engagement. His ‘firstaid’ bandages 
are brought iuto use, and as quickly as 
possible he is placed on board the hos­ 
pital cars and taken back to Manila. 
These cars are ordinary box cars of the 
Manila railway, with straw and blan­ 
kets spread over the floor. Some of them 
have 
regular ambulance 
appliances 
also. 
The cars are much cmaller than 
our box cars, being about the size of an 
ordinary furniture van and holding 
from two to six tons each. 
At Manila 
the wounded are transferred to the hos­ 
pitals. 
*‘The bravery shown by some of the 
hospital physicians and attendants, and 
their devotion to duty is worthy of all 
praise. I have known some of them to 
go 48 hours at a stretch without sleep, 
and only a mouthful now and then to 
eat. 
Everything in that country de­ 
pends upon the quick and skillful a t­ 
tention given the wounded, and many 
lives have undoubtedly been saved by 
the excellent care given those who have 
fallen.

YOUNG S U R G E O N ’S HEROISM 


T o o k th e K n ife F ro m H U fly in g F a ­ 
th e r an d F in Im lied a n O p er a tio n . 
Dr. Reuben Ludlaiu, Sr., president 
of Hahnem ann Medical college, in Chi­ 
cago, and one of the most widely known 
homeopathic 
practitioners 
in 
the 
world, was stricken w ith heart disease 
at 5 p. rn. the other day just at the 
critical point in an operation he was 
performing at the college hospital. 
Al­ 
though Dr. Ludlam was carried from 
the operating room in a dying condi­ 
tion bis son, Dr. Reuben Ludlam, Jr., 
who haji been acting as assistant, im ­ 
m ediately seized the instrum ent from 
his fath er’e hands and to save the life 
of the patient continued the work.

Dr. Ludlam ’s death came w ithout 
the slightest warning. The patient had 
been under the ifta^sthetic for half an 
hour and the surgeon was about to ex­ 
cise the tumor.

Power, at his studio in Florence 84 
years ago. ‘W ealth is nothing.

and distinctive opinion of a large por­ 
tion of the original Am erican colonists 
and of their descendants.

become a convert to Mr. Pow er’s New 
England philosophy, whereof so mapy 
like phrases and obiter dicta are cur 
rent in fam iliar Am erican parlance.” 
He is ingenuous and interesting, but 
it is sad th at he does not know better 
the name of Power.

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WILD ANIMAL FARM. 


Beasts of the Jungle to Be Rais­ 
ed In America. 


otiose enterpeise or showmen.

Ringling Bros. are about to resume 
their vast enterprise, interrupted by 
the wax with Spain, of establishing a 
farm for breeding and rearing wild 
animals. 
Two years ago they took the initial 
ttepe in tbie unique undertaking and 
went so far ae to purchase a site, con­ 
noting of 
acres, in southern Flor­ 
ida 
But the purpose for which they 
wanted it soon became known, and the 
whole country thereabouts rose as one 
man to oppose it. I t -was useless for the 
Ringlings to set forth the measures 
they would adopt in the way of im­ 
pregnable barriers to keep the animals 
within the inclosure. 
The people in­ 
fisted that an occasional escape could 
not be prevented, and they pictured all 
the horrors of a raging lion going abont 
seeking whom he might devour; of 
tigers eating their cattle and elephants 
and hippopotamuses trampling down 


t h e i r growing crops, tearing down their 
fences and spreading havoc and devas 
tation around generally in large chunks. 
The upshot of the agitation was that 
the matter was taken into the courts, 
and the citizens secured a permanent 
injunction against the Ringlings, re­ 
straining them from stocking their 
proposed wild anim al farm. 
Foreseeing that the aame opposition 
woald develop in any other community, 
the Ringlings next conceived the idea 
of buying or leasing a small island off 
the southern coast for the purpose. Ne­ 
gotiations were entered into for the 
purchase of some small islands among 
the smaller Florida keys. 
Before the 
negotiations were completed war with 
Spain was declared, and in the prevail­ 
ing excitement in that sec’ion the ne­ 
gotiations were suspended. 
They were 
resumed, however, after peace bad been 
declared, and culminated in the Ring- 
hng8 securing con tool of three islands, 
each containing 6,000 acres. 
They are 
eminently fitted for the object in view 
They are practically isolated, being 
several miles distant from any other 
island. They are too far from the coast 
for the animals lobe a source of danger 
and near enough to be in easy sailing 
distance. The climate is as nearly trop­ 
ical as this continent affords and suit­ 
able for animals native to the tropicals 
and fresh water. Creeks and rivers will 
give ample water supply. 
The general plan outlined will be to 
have the animals live in as nearly their 
natural state as possible. 
The thick 
undergrowth of Florida will give the 
lions and tigers a jungle Almost like 
the real thing in India. 
They will he 
allowed their freedom, they will make 
their .own dens and raiee their young 
in their own way* 
The surrounding 
sea will be a safeguard to keep them 
from attempting to get away, even 
should they be inclined to do aa 
To 
protect the amimia from each other no 
two species which war on each other 
ic their natural state will be left to­ 
gether an the same island. 
They will 
be divided into three classes according 
to their disposition to dwell together in 
unity. 
Expeditions ere now being fitted out 
by the Ringlings to explore all parts of 
the world for zoological specimens with 
which to stock the farm —lions sud 
tiger* from the tropics, polar bears from 
the frozen north, marsupials from Aus­ 
tralia, monkeys from South America, 
and so forth. After the first cost of cap­ 
ture and transportation the expense of 
maintenance will 
be 
comparatively 
hgbt, but still considerable. 
It is ex­ 
pected, however, that in time the farm 
will not only pay expenses, but yield a 
handsome profit. Ruch animals for cir­ 
cuses and zoological gardens are always 
in demand at good prices, and acclimat­ 
ed beasts would be given the preference, 
even et the same prices, over imported 
animals, and the Ringlings expect to 
he able not only to supply their cwn 
menageries, but furnish them to all 
prospective purchasers at a profit. 
I he animal hospital for sick and in­ 
jured beasts which the Ringlings al­ 
ways maintain will be transferred to 
the farm, and there, too, the animals 
"rib the show will winter and recnper- 
ht* from fatigue of a hard season’s 
travel. 
The keepers will live on the islands 
'u >trong houses, safe from attack. Spe- 
laii? devised steamers will transport 
the animals to and from the farm. 
No 


undertaxing is a tug one, and it will 
probably befire years before the farm is 
in full operation.—Kansas City Times. 


TH E FIGHTING AT MANILA.

A well known army man who was at 
during most of the fighting 
that place up to April I, when 
he was ordered to St. Louis on duty 
connected with the recruiting service, 
says the story of the fighting in the 
Philippines will never be complete un­ 
til due credit is given the trave men 
and women who have labored in the 
hospital service. “ There are three large 
army hospitals at Manila, in addition 
to a number of small ones,” said this 
gentleman, who would not consent to 
the use of his name. 
“ The largest of 
the $hree is the First Reserve hospital, 
which was formerly known as the Hos­ 
pital Militar. 
It has 1,200 beds and is 
under the direction of Major Crosby, 
who is well known in St. Louis. 
The 
Second Reserve hospital, located in an­ 
other part of the city, was formerly the 
Augustine college for young ladies. 
It 
ie a very large building and well adapt­ 
ed to hospital purposes. Captain Frank 
Kiefer is in charge. The convalescent 
hospital, situated on Corregidor island, 
has the same capacity as the Second 
Reserve, 300 beds. 
The air down the 
bay is much more salubrious than in 
the city of Manila, and there are no 
mosquitoes. 
The wharf where the sick 
soldiers are landed at Corregidor was 
built by the army. 
“ As soon as a man falls on the field 
he is looked after by the hospital corps, 
composed of brave and active men, who 
are constantly on the firing line during 
en engagement His ‘first aid’ bandages 
are brought into use, and as quickly as 
possible he is placed on board the hos­ 
pital cars and taken back to Manila. 
These cars are ordinary box cars of the 
Manila railway, with straw and blan­ 
kets spread over the floor. Some of them 
have 
regular ambulance 
appliances 
also. 
The cars are much smaller than 
our box cars, being abont the size of an 
ordinary furniture van and holding 
from two to six tone each. 
At Manila 
the wounded are transferred to the hos­ 
pitals. 
“ The bravery shown by some of the 
hospital physicians and attendants, and 
their devotion to duty is worthy of all 
praise. I have known some of them to 
go 48 hours at a stretch without sleep, 
and only a mouthful now and then to 
eat. 
Everything in that country de­ 
pend? upon the quick and skillful a t­ 
tention given the wounded, and many 
lives have undoubtedly been saved by 
the excellent care given those who have 
fallen. All of the heroes of the war are 
by no means those w ho swam rivers and I 
dislodged the enemy from his strong- | 
holds. 
Among the relics brought home by 
this officer is a peculiar raincoat made 
of wood fiber. 
These coats are much 
worn by the ^Chinese inhabitants. 
The 
plaited fibers are said to abed the water 
quite as effectually as a mackintosh. 
These coats sell in Manila for 50 cents 
each. The collection of curios also con­ 
tains a number of Filipino weapons, in­ 
clu d in g the murderous bolo, which looks 
like a short corn knife, spears and bows 
and airowa.—Bt. Louis Glcbe-Demo- 
cxat.

While I cannot repeat directly any­ 
thing the czar said to me during our 
interview a few days ago at St. Peters­ 
burg. it is permissible to tell America 
that he is in excellent spirits and full 
of hope for results from the peace con­ 
ference at The Hague. 
There is no trace in St. Petersburg of 
the an ti-American feeling which found 
txpression 
in the German delegate 
Stengel’s pamphlet against peace. 
So far from regarding war with the 
United States as the inevitable destiny 
of Europe, the czar expressed the u t­ 
most confidence that the American dele­ 
gates will stand by those of Russia,
